Fire, Explosion 
Claim 8 Lives

HOUSTON, Tex . (AP) - The 
tanker Amoco Virginia, its plates 
buckled and ripped by fire and 
ex plosion 
Sunday , 
claimed 
an 
eighth victim today when city fire­ 
man 
D. 
H. 
Chandler 
drowned 
aboard the ship. Twenty -five per­ 
sons suffered injury . 
The fire aboard the 12.000-ton 
tanker threatened the heart of the. 
nation’s largest oil refining an# 
petrochemical center for 19 hours 
Sunday . 
The 
vessel's 
captain, 
R. 
R. 
Combs, and six of the 40 crew 
members perished. 
Chandler, 28 , apparently stepped 
Into a hole in a submerged por­ 
tion of the ship. 
Investigators climbed over the 
buckled plates in search of clues 
as 
to 
the 
cause 
of 
the 
fire. 
Groups probing the destroy ed hulk 
were the FBI, Coast Guard, the 
American Oil Co., and Hess Ter­ 
minal, where the ship is tied up. 
The fire broke out less than 
four hours before the American 
Oil Co.’s 12,000-ton tanker was to 
sail for Albany , N Y. 
The flames, feeding on 135,000 
barrels of high test gasoline and 
fuel oil in the vessel’s bunkers, 
threatened the heart of the na­ 
tion’s 
biggest 
oil 
refining 
and 
petrochemical center for 19 hours 
before firemen brought it under 
control. 
“ It spread like a prairie fire,*’ 
said seamen Joseph R. Daley , 37, 
Seattle. “ As it spread, a solid wall 
of flames IOO feet high swept the 
ship.’’ 
More 
than 
300 
firemen 
who 
came from as far away as Lake 
Charles, La., battled the blaze. A 
blizzard 
of 
f o a rn i t e 
finally 
smothered a main fire in the tank­ 
e r’s forward bunkers—which had 
held 
90.000 barrels 
of 
aviation 
gasoline. 
Small fires continued to flickei 
on the vessel’s superstructure ann 
a pier alongside. The blackened 
hulk's deck plates buckled and its 
seams ripped. 
Firemen found the body of Cap­ 
tain R. R. Combs of Kill Devil 
Hill. N C., at the foot of a ladder 
leading to his quarters. The bodies 
of four crewmen were found in 
their quarters. Two others were 
found on deck. 
Memories of the 1947 Tex as City 
disaster that killed more than 500 
persons prompted civil defense of­ 
ficials to alert the Tex as State 
Guard and order evacuation of the 
immediate area. 
Fire fighters ashore and aboard 
a lone fire boat applied water in 
early stages before chemical ex ­ 
tinguishers arrived. There would 
have been no hope for them if 
the ship had ex ploded with force 
enough to touch off dozens of big 
oil storage tanks lining the north 
shore scant y ards away . 
Five ex plosions did rock the 540- 
foot tanker docked at the Hess 
Terminal 
in 
suburban 
Galena 
Park. The first came about 12:30 
a.m., only minutes after the fire 
broke out. 
Flames towered more than 200 
feet high. Black, oily smoke mush­ 
roomed over the vessel and cast a 
pall over this Gulf Coast city of 
more than 900,000. 
The final blast almost 12 hours 
later shot flames sky ward just as 
firemen appeared to have it under 
control.

shore containing more than a mil­ 
lion gallons of highly ex plosive 
fuels.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Team­ 
sters President Jam es R. Hoffa’s 
offer to cooperate politically with 
the AFL-CIO in the 1960 elections 
apparently is falling flat.

Hoffa has announced plans to 
raise a fund of millions of dollars 
for a Teamster drive to defeat

COPE has 
its own plan to gun for politicians 
it considers unfriendly to labor.

PITTSBURGH (AP)—Major pro­ 
ducers edged the first small ship­ 
ments of finished steel into deliv­ 
ery pipelines today —two day s aft­ 
er an 8 0-day Taft-Hartley Injunc­ 
tion halted the longest strike in 
steel industry history . 
The early shipments—gatherings 
cjf what was left behind when the 
116-day strike began—meant little 
to 
customers 
already 
hurt 
by 
shortages. It still will be weeks 
before newly produced steel moves 
in significant amounts. 
Thousands 
of the 
half-million 
strikers were called back to work 
over 
the 
weekend. 
Thousands 
more ex pected recalls early this 
week. Steel firms were reluctant 
to state figures—changes occurred 
too fast. 
Most big companies began heat­ 
ing 
ironmaking 
blast 
furnaces 
and steelmaking open hearts 24- 
hours after mill gates swung open. 
Some ex pected to get iron from 
blast furnaces y et today . 
Throughout the industry there 
was a gigantic effort to get all . 
facilities producing as quickly as 
possible. Customers—many closed 
because 
of 
steel 
shortages — 
pressed for speedy deliveries. 
Producers could count on only 
8 0-day s of operations. If the labor 
dispute is unsettled when the in­ 
junction ex pires Jan. 26, workers 
could renew the strike. 
The U.S. Supreme Court figur­ 
atively struck the match that re­ 
kindled mill furances. The court 
by an 8-1 vote Saturday upheld the 
injunction that had been stay ed 
more than two weeks by United 
Steelworkers appeals. 
Secretary of Labor James P. 
Mitchell, in a television appear­ 
ance, Sunday said it will be up to 
Congress to keep the mills oper- 
agreement still is bey ond reach. 
Mitchell said President Eisen­ 
hower would be ready promptly 
with recommendations to the law­ 
makers if the strike is resumed, 
ating bey ond Jan. 26 if a labor 
He refused to hint w ^ t the rec­ 
ommendations might be.

Bids on Big Da rby Bridge 


The Ohia Department of’ High­ 
way s plans to build a bridge on 
the floodplain of the Big Darby 
Creek in Pickaway County in o rd­ 
er to avert a recurrence of last 
v/inier’s high-water damage. 
Contractors will bid tomorrow 
on an $8 6,000 contract for a bridge 
on 
Route 
104 
about 
two 
miles 
northeast of Cicleville. The de­ 
partment's estimate includes costs 
of right-of-way and engineering. 
Overflow channels on the flood­ 
plain along the east side of the 
creek are presently blocked by the 
roadway of Rf. 104. Consequently , 
flood waters last January , unable 


to run off normally , began cutting 
into the creek bank around the 
abuttments of the bridge which 
spans the Big Darby itself. By add­ 
ing a second bridge and opening 
up the normally -dry overflow chan­ 
nel, 
further 
ex pensive 
repairs 
can be avoided. 
Traffic will be maintained dur­ 
ing the construction period. T ar­ 
get date for completion is Aug. 
15, 
1960. 
This project is one of 13 on to­ 
morrow's bid opening slate. Total 
cost of all projects, including ex ­ 
penses of right-of-way and engin­ 
eering, is nearly $12 million.

Fewer persons, it appears, died 
in traffic in Ohio this weekend 
than during any previous week­ 
end this fall. 
But law enforcement and high­ 
way safety officials know that it 
takes more than one 54-hour per­ 
iod to establish a trend. As usual, 
The 
Associated 
Press 
survey 
covered the period from 6 p rn. 
Friday to midnight Sunday . 
Officials know also that the state 
soon will ex perience winter storms 
which will leave streets and roads 
slick and more dangerous than 
ever. And the holiday season— 
seemingly marred more each y ear 
by higher and higher accidental 
death tolls, especially in Ohio— 
begins in just a few weeks. 
The drop in traffic • related 
deaths this weekend was offset 
to 
some 
ex tent 
by 
accidental 
deaths 
from 
other causes. The 
first weekend death attributed to 
a fire since mid October was m/ed 
for ex ample. 
An in-flight collision of a private 
plane and an Ohio Air National 
Guard jet killed two others. 
In ad, at least ll persons died— 
seven rn traffic, one in 
a fire and 
, three in miscellaneous accidents.

William (Wild Bill) Banger (R- 
ND>, a colorful political maverick 
both as governor and as senator, 
is dead at 73. 
He spent 45 turbulent y ears in 
politics, the last 19 of them in the 
Senate. 
Banger died in his sleep of heart 
failure Sunday at his home. He had 
been ailing since his wife, Ly dia, 
died of cancer Aug. 4 He recently 
spent t^roe weeks in a hospital 
with pneumonia. 
Lanier steered a 
safe 
course 
through many a political whirl­ 
wind. In 1934 he easily won nom­ 
ination for re-election as governor 
of North Dakota although he was 
under 
a 
federal 
indictment for 
conspiracy . Eventually he was ac- 
q u'^ d . 
Only last y ear he warn re-election 
—without making a single cam ­ 
paign speech— 
in spite of the 
o d - 
position of his own state Republi­ 
can organization. 
In 
the 
Senate 
Banger 
voted 
against the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration more often than with it. 
He opposed Eisenhower’s foreign 
policy . Any thing proposed by Sec­ 
retary of Agriculture Ezra Taft 
Benson was almost sure to bring 
Lan« er’s onposition. 
Since 
Reoubhran 
Gov. John 
Davis of North Dakota is sure to 
appoint a Republican to serve the 
rest of L anier’s term, the Senate 
lineuo of 65 demo crats and 35 Re­ 
publicans will remain unchanged.

LONDON (AP) — Communist 
China has proposed to India that 
the armed forces of both countries 
immediately withdraw 12V4 miles 
from their disputed border. 
The Chinese proposal was an­ 
nounced by the official New China 
News Agency and broadcast by 
Peiping radio. 
Prem ier Chou En-lai made the 
proposal in a note delivered in 
New Delhi Sunday to Prim e Min­ 
ister Nehru. Chou also proposed 
that he and Nehru meet in the im ­ 
mediate future to discuss relations 
between their two governments. 
There was no im m ediate reac­ 
tion from Nehru who, after the 
note’s arrival, met until midnight 
with his Cabinet defense com m it­ 
tee and the Army chief of staff, 
Lt. Gen. K. S. Tiiimayya. 
Peiping’s note was delivered to 
the Indian Foreign Office a few 
hours after India made public a 
sharp message sent Red China six 
days ago accusing the Commu­ 
nists again of aggression. 
Chou’s note proposed that th# 
two sides still maintain civil ad­

But the Chinese Prem ier warned 
that if an appropriate solution is 
not worked out, clashes on the bor­ 
der may occur again.

The attorney general of Ken­ 
tucky, Jo M. Ferguson, says he 
thinks it probably will take a lot 
more than two days to iron out 
kinks in laws that apply to the 
boundary, 
States involved in the meeting 
are Ohio, West Virginia, Kentucky, 
Indiana and Illinois. AU front on 
the Ohio. 
Historic

agree­ 
ments that set up the Northwest 
Territory gave West Virginia and 
Kentucky control over the river 
to the low water mark on the 
north side. 
But Hayden Olds, chief of the 
Ohio Division of Wildlife, proposed 
last May that Ohio make agree­ 
ments with other states for a rec­ 
reation boundary that will divide 
the river. 
The proposed recreation mark 
would split the river in half for 
regulation purposes—aimed main­ 
ly at fishing and boating. 
Ohio 
officials 
point 
out 
that 
when new high level dams at New 
Richmond and Markland, Ind., are 
finished, 
the 
present 
boundary 
mark will shift since the dams . 
will raise the river’s low water . 
mark. 
There have already been prob­ 
lems on fishing in the river. Ohio- 
licensed anglers may fish in the 
Ohio if they stand on the Ohio 
shore. But they must have a Ken­ 
tucky license to fish from a boat 
—even 
a 
boat 
tied to the Ohio 
shore. 
The river in the Cincinnati area 
has seen a big increase in small 
outboard powered boats used for 
recreation in the last three years. 
Recent federal legislation gives 
states the right to set up licensing 
machinery for s m a l l pleasure 


craft, to aid safety regulations on 
water they control. 
In those states that fail to set 
up license machinery, the Coast 
Guard will take over the regula­ 
tion duties on navigable water­ 
ways until the states decide to 
police boating themselves.

Steel Supplies 
Slated To Hurt 


M any Firms Expect 
Skimpy 4th Quarter 


CLEVELAND (AP)—Short steel 
supplies, resulting in curtailed op­ 
erations, make the fourth quarter 
far from promising for many m et­ 
alworking firms, Steel Magazine 
reported today. 
Third quarter profits of most 
companies were ahead of the 1958 
pace because of brisk consumer 
demand, but business fell below 
the second quarter level due to 
seasonal 
influences, labor strife 
and some steel shortages late in 
the quarter, the magazine added. 
It said that automobile produc­ 
tion will be cut drastically in No­ 
vember, with producers estim at­ 
ing their output at only 
278,000 
cars for the month. This is less 
than half of the intended produc­ 
tion and 45 per cent less than the 
num ber of cars made in October. 
The publication said that some 
wage settlements in the m etal­ 
working industry have been de­ 
ferred until both sides see what 
happens in the steel strike and 
that 
many 
managements 
have 
been encouraged by the steel in­ 
dustry stand to seek concessions 
from the United Steelworkers Un­ 
ion. 
It added that the chief effect of 
the steel negotiations on m etal­ 
working labor talks thus far “ has. 
been fewer settlements, either be­ 
cause of deferrals or the inability 
of the two sides to get together.” 
Steel said the USW strike, which 
started July 15, has cost the steel 
companies 
$3,493,000,000 
in 
lost 
sales, the steelworkers $1,172,500,- 
000 in wages and the federal gov­ 
ernment 755 million dollars in tax 
losses. The production loss has 
! climbed to 32,664,000 ingot tons, it 
added.

As the gas goes throu gh, foreign par­ 
ticles an d liqu ids, beipg heav ier, separate an d drop ou t. 


The hon zon tal scru bber (ju st abov e) u ses oil-coated 
metal su rfaces to trap foreign matter — plu s a section 
that works on the dry scru bber prin ciple. 


The third is a three-phase oil-hath separator, in which 
the gas is first bu bbled throu gh an oil bath, then 
spu n dry in a cen trifu gal separator, an d, fin ally , passed 
throu gh a mist ex tractor. 


Scru bbed an d rescru bbed man y times, the gas we deliv er 
to ou r cu stomers—u tility compan ies in a dozen or more 
states—can tru ly be said to be the “clean est gas in town ."

Two definitions may correctly 
be given to the 
word feather­ 
bedding. One is that a laborer 
perform s less work than he 
is 
paid to do or that he is capable 
of doing in a given time. The oth­ 
er is that the unions require that 
more personnel be lured on 
a 
job than is necessary, so that an 
individual worker perforce must 
do less th in he is abit to do. 
Making work rules is the func­ 
tion of m anagem ent cot of the 
labor union. In fact, union inter­ 
ference can drive us far behind 
in 
the 
world 
competition 
for 
m arkets. 
An instance of the first 
kind 
of featherbedding is the use of 
sm aller brushes by painters, and 
the union's rejection of rollers. 
This m eans that the 
individual 
painter is slowed up. He cannot 
do as much work as it is pos­ 
sible for him to do in a given 
period and for which he is be­ 
ing paid. 
If he is a conscientious indi­ 
vidual, he will work slowly 
so 
that he does not display idle 
time. In effect, the union rules 
cheat the contractor; they p re­ 
vent the worker from becoming 
a craftsm an. Actually, they keep 
the worker down in the scale of 
promotions. 
An exam ple of the other form 
of featherbedding is on the rail­ 
roads. They are forced to em ­ 
ploy more workers than are re ­ 
quired to do the job efficiently. 
Thus, the cost of operations has 
gone so high that both travellers 
and shippers avoid the railroads 
which sooner or later must close 
down. Many of the present rail­ 
road workers are older men who 
are waiting to be retired. It is 
not a good job for an ambitious 
m an, anymore. 
Another example of feather­ 
bedding is in 
the 
newspapers, 
the typographical union dem and­ 
ing 
that 
when 
an 
advertiser 
aends in a m at of material al­ 
ready set up and ready for plat­ 
ing—that is, as you see it in the 
new spaper — a m em ber of the 
union sets up a duplicate which 
is thrown away. This is 
called 
“ Bogus” in the trade and takes 
The Herald 
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place every day. It is a very ex­ 
pensive item in this business and 
a wasteful one. 
No one can defend feather­ 
bedding because it is waste—hu­ 
man waste, capital waste, waste 
of property and equipment. It is 
a form of increasing wages and 
increasing the number of e m ­ 
ployes. The end 
effect of 
the 
process is that it ups the price 
beyond 
reason 
and 
has 
out- 
priced, along with other causes, 
American goods in foreign m a r­ 
kets and in some instances even 
in American markets. 
Featherbedding 
has 
unfortu­ 
nate socio-psychological effects. 
A man is employed to work 40 
hours a week, lits union specifies 
coffee-breaks. which only add lo 
his fat and give the girls tim* 
to gossip. The union also stipu­ 
lates certain holidays during the 
year. 
A 40-hour week is the lowest 
time employed in any industrial 
country. It is an eight-hour day, 
five days a week. Actually, it is 
less than a seven-hour d .y , con­ 
sidering all the m i n u t e s for 
breaks and rests and the go-slow 
of featherbedding. In effect, it is 
a constant sabotage, but 
as 
it 
works out, it is not the business 
alone that suffers but the nation­ 
al economy. 
True, it is possible for r mod­ 
ern industry to put in labor­ 


saving devices and to try to ab­ 
sorb the cost of featherbedding, 
but many i n d u s t r i e s have 
reached 
the 
breaking point 
at 
which featherbedding cannot be 
absorbed by the market. 
This is the essential cause of 
the steel strike. Whereas as long 
as the steel price could absorb 
the cost of featherbedding, 
the 
companies did not fight it; 
to­ 
day, however, the steel comps 
nies cannot competitively absorb 
the cost — nor can American 
automobile companies. 
Therefore what the union may 
ultimately force American indus­ 
try to is nationalization, that is, 
either the government will owti 
the 
companies 
or 
will 
grant 
them subventions to make up for 
economically 
unnecessary 
em ­ 
ployment which may be socially 
necessary. 
There is another side to this 
coin. While we have an enormous 
labor force of 70.000.000 and au­

Most leaders in the field. Wal­

There must be 
logical steps that rise gradually 
to the high-I. Q. level.

College 
preparatory 
students 
who are scientifically minded are 
interested in the field, according 
to the state supervisor. Because 
of crowded schedules during the 
school year, many take industrial 
arts courses in the sum m er. 
The teacher shortage has been 
acute in this area. Significantly, 
Ohio’s industrial arts teachers— 
now numbering about 2.200 — re­ 
ceive more money on the average 
than science teachers, according 
to a recent survey by 
tw'o Ohio 
State University faculty members, 
Edward R. Towers and Willis E. 
Ray. 
These researchers, both assis­ 
tant professors of education, said 
their survey shows industrial arts 
teachers “ enjoy a higher median 
salary per year than the median 
salary of other teachers” —as re­ 
ported by the state and the teach­ 
ers' association.

New Legislation 
Has More Teeth* 


State Representative Rd Wallace 
of Pick? .ay County , stated today 
that traffic in obscene, lewd, las- 
civmus, filthy, and indecent print­ 
ed matter and articles will 
be 
drastically cur.ailed when Senate 
BiU No. 336, known as the Carney* 
Olenick Johnson Keno bill, passed 
at the last session of the Ohio le g­ 
islature, become* effective Thurs­ 
day . 
This bill 
author!**** courts 
ol 
common plea* to enjoin the sale, 
distribution, or 
acq uisition or 
possession of obscene prints ami 
articles. 
In his opinion. Rep. Wallace an­ 
nounced, this law will withstand 
any legal attack mack upon it in 
the courts and will succeed in 
sharply reducing illicit commerce 
in obscurity , thus removing one ol 
the real breeding ground* for juv­ 
enile delinq uency . 
In the pa.st the narrow definition 
of 
“obscenity ’* 
applied 
by 
the 
courts has proved a difficult ob­ 
stacle to combatting this all too 
apparent evil, said Wallace.

PROVISIONS rn the Carney -Ol- 
emi ck-JohnsonReno will permit the 
prosecuting a t t o r n e y , the chief 
executive officer, or the chief le­ 
gal officer of a 
municipality to 
aeek an injunction against any in­ 
dividual 
or company selling or 
distributing or who is about to sell 
or 
distribute, 
or 
possesses 
or 
about to acq uire, obscent, l e w d , 
lascivious, filthy , or indecent m at­ 
er. 
The law entitles such individual 
or firm to an early trial and re­ 
q uires a decision within two day s 
Of the trial. Wallace 
announced 
that the right of the court to issue 
a tem porary restraining order in 
alleged violations Is a strong wea­ 
pon.

•triking against foreign corpora­ 
tions who send pubiisned m aterial 
into the state for ultim ate resale, 
allows such corporations to be le­ 
gally served by registered mail.

Wallace an­ 
nounced, this law will withstand 
any legal attack made upon it in 
the courts and will succeed in 
sharply reducing illicit commerce 
in obscenity, thus removing one of 
tile real breeding grounds for juv­ 
enile delinquency. 
In the past the narrow definition

“obscenity”

courts has proved a difficult ob­ 
stacle to combatting this all too 
apparent evil, said Wallace.

PROVISIONS in the Carney-Ol- 
endck-Johnson-Reno will perm it the 
prosecuting a t t o r n e y , the chief 
executive officer, or the chief le­ 
gal officer of a municipality to 
seek a<n injunction against any in­

distributing or who is about to sell 
or 
distribute, 
or 
possesses

about to acquire, olxscent, l e w d , 
lascivious, filthy, or indecent m at­ 
er.
